HIS day the Seſſions began in the 0/d baily, where ſevc- 
ral Perſons were Tricd tor Felonies, Murder, and other 
Crimes , whereof the moſt remarkable were theſe thar 
follow. 

Fohn Smith had an Indictment preferred againſt him, 
for ſtealing three Silver Tankards from Richard Greez a Yictualler in 
St. Dun(t «n+ weſt -on the twenty third paſt, which, upon his being 
apprehended, he conteſled, and offered to make fatisfation ; which

being refuſed, he was committed to Newpate : fo that being well tu- 
tor'd there , he denied all he had, formerly ſaid: Yet it appearing 
plain, he was found Guilty , as likewile of another Indi&tmear, tor 
{tealing a Silver Full-por from one Mr. Age!. | 

Timothy Summerſet was tried for ſtealing Four Buſhels of Meal from 
one Mr.,:/k;nſon near the Tamer, with whom he hvegag the natgre 
of a Servant , the Which, upon reading his Indictmgnt, hg confeſſe: 

Thomaf Wynne was tried tor fiealing a Tankard from Fo{as welſtes 
of St. Andrews Unacrſhaft, the nature of the Fat thus. The Priloncr 
coming into the Inn where the Proſecutor lived, called for Drink ; 
but whilſt the Tapſters were buſic, he went away with it : and after- 
wards being taken by Thiet takers, he confeſied where he had pawg- 
ed it, and thereupon was found Guilty ; alchough upon his Trial 
he diſowned all that he had formerly laid. 

Thomas Pope was tried upon an Inditment preferred againſt him 
by one Thomas Orve. for ſtealing Pewter Diſhes, and other things ; and 
being taken by the Watch, he was queſtioned by the Conſtable how 
he came by them? -whereto he replied, T-ey-were his own, and that 
he lived #n the Cole yard in St.Giles's, and that he was carrying them 
to the Sign of the Bell in Friday- ſtreet z/ ButgHe beigg ſent ro New-Prj- 
ſon, the rext day he ſent ro the Owher, Snd dec wed what he had 
done, promiſing SatisfaRtion : So that upon this Evidence given in

Paul Perren was tried for robbing Fobn Bates on the twelfth of Fune 
laſt, at the Bu Inn in Bilbopſgarr-ſtreer, of four Guinies, two Half- 
Guineas, and — £5. in Silver, 4nd his Shoulder knot z which appeared 
thus : The perſon robbed coming drunk into;the Inn, the perion he 
pretended hid robbed him took acquaintance*with him ,,and after 
longdriaking together, weat to bed with him, contrary ro his mind 7 
and that when he roſe the next morning, he found himſelf robbed, 
and thereupon charged Perron with the 'Robbery,;; who as ſtrongly , 
denied it, but upon learca, the Shoulder-knot and a Kaife was fougd 
in his Breeches, but noae of the Gold nor Silver, Peyren alledged 
on his Trial, That himſelf was likewiſe in Drink, and that the perlon_ 
who proſecured him forced him to ſtay wich him , which in ſome 
meaſure appearing by a former Company tac Priſoner was in, he was 
brought in Not Gai/ty, | 

william warraine came.upon, his Trial forthe Murder of; 7 i 
cher, a.'Youth ; the matter thus; .The Evidgace declargd. ypon Oath, 
That the party dead being abroad an Mzy 2g,laft, was knock'd down 
at the Bonfire within L«4-ate, and there received {ov many Bru ls, 
that he died thereof on the tourth, of  7«»e.fallowing,; and that in 
time he lay languiſhiog, he accaſed the Prilgner, ſaying, 'He verily ..;: 
believed him. to be the Perſon that, fret him, namiog higName, and 
ſaying, 1/ he might but (ce him, he. doubted pot but that he-jbould know. ...« 
him; But the Party (thoughdseſired) retuſed rocome. Yet there be- 
ing but a bare Suſpicion, he was cleared. Fohn

that ſuch Gaods-were loſt, g4ve:nouce to.che, Thisf-raker, who: fopn,, 


deſcribed him z, god be being rakemupon another Robbery, : way.char; 
ged with this Indigtmear ; but he itoutly. denied the, Robbery : yer 
it appearing he had ſuch Goods,: and nor, being capabls. to. give any, 
account how he came_by them, he was coavicted of the Felony. + 
One E4/ing was tried tor the, death of .Mr. Szaz/ey, who died thro! 


a Wound he received on.his Finger about ewo years and three months | 
ſince, in weſt ain{ter-Abby-yard, being there (et upon by-three per- : 
ſons, of whom it appeared upon Evidence that the Priſoner was one, - 


another of them'Hhaving been formerly ' tried and acquitted ; and 
therefore they laid it upon the third, whois fled into Scor/and, Seve- 
ral Chyrurgeons give 1t upon their Oaths, That Mr. Sr4nley died of 
that Wound, by reaſon of itsfeftering, which cauſed his Arm to be 
cut off. Bur the Priſoner (although rhe Murder was ſtrongly urged 
againſt him by: Councily proteſting he was-not there, and bringing 
ſomEEvidence to confirm his Aﬀertton, the Jury cleared him. 

Fohy Scroby was tried for breaking opea the, Shop ot william Thom- 


(on a Barber, on the rwentieth of Faly, atid taking thence fix Perris 
wigs, and a Cale of Silver. tipp'd Razors, Sciflars, and the like, to the | 
value of Eight pounds ; when;going abgugto (ell one of rhe Razors, 
he was apprehended, and another taken out of bis Pocket , yet he-- 


dented that he ever-had any "part of them, 'pretending-that' thofs 


Razors were given him a long time fince; but not any ways making 


it appear, he was convicted of the Robbery only. 

ha Murrell cams in and took, his Trial, (having been at large upon 
Bail) for killing . Rebere Arkygps, ja Child,, about. [ix years old, near 
Lincolns-[nn-Fields, by rungng his Coact oyer him 7 Bur the Jury 
taking it into conlideration, . and it appearing not to-be done out of 
any negle&t, but by meer accident, he-was found Nor geelty, 

Robert Dod was tried for killing william Catling on the ninth day 
of nc laſt, in Covent-garden. The Trial was very tedious; a Cloud 
of Witneſſes being called on either Side z* but the ſubſtance of the 
Evidence was, That Robert Dod had been'formerly very intimate with 
the Party murder'd, and that the Party mutder'd, 4s he ſuſpected; 
uſed too much Familiarity with his Wite, which fo far enraged his 
Jealbwhe,thar he often{ent for ©#77v”; burit being incimared to him, 


that he had ſome Deſign againſt him, he moſt commonly:refuled, and ” 


order'd his Servants, That if at any time Dod came, they ſhould deny 
him. This having” paſſed fob the fpace'Hf ewo Months, <atlaſt they 
hapned to meet in Covent-garden, where, in a Tavern, after they had 
drank ſeveral Bottles of Wine, much Diſcourſe hapning, they began 
to talk about Manhood ,” the perſon killed ſaying, He fear'd no man 
with a Sword, ſo be it he had 4 Stick: and as for Dod's Sword, he ſaid, 
It was ſo fimple a one, that he could put it by with his Hat, Where-

upon Dog _ it up, began to Fence againſt him with the Scabbard 
on, making Offers and Paſſes, till at laſt the Scabbard, as he pretend- 
ed, ell off, chough many were of opinion he pulled ir off : He chruſt 
his Sword-into the Body of Carling eight or nine Inches, and likewiſe 
gave him another Wound, and then breaking his Sword, fled , Car- 
ling dying before the Chyrurgeons could dreſs his Wound, But there 
being 4 Parſon in Dod's Company, and he charged for being aiding 
and aberting, he diſcover'd where his Haunts were, (o that the ſame 
Night be was taken. All that he endeavoured to prove, was, That 
there. was' no former Malice between them , ſo that upon my Lord 
Chief Baron Meantague's ſumming up the Evidence, the Jury gave 
in their Verdi, That he was guilty of Manſlanghter, 

M *. Fon Poultney took his Trial for killing The. Howard Eſq; on the eighth 
I; ſtat, in Sr. Famesr's Square. The Wirneſles for the King declared, That they 
mer, and that Mir. Howard drew upon Mr. Poxltney firſt, and after ſome Pal. 
ſes, M;. Ponlrney having wounded the ctier, diſarmed him, ard that then they 
parted, Mi. Howard going to the Half-Afeon Tavern , where hnding his 
\\'cw;:d deſperate, he (cnt for a Chyrurgeon, who told bim be was 4 dead man, 
asking who bad given bim the Wound? To which he auſwered, Mr. Poulrney, and 
that hy bad done it fairly, the C.nſe being, brcauſe he had Poſted him : So that ha- 
viag {nt for a Miniſter to pra, by bim, he, atter having torgiven Mr. Poulrney, 
dicd.: Mr. Poultn'y produced ſeverai Witneſles to atteſt, That the Party de-- 
funact nad upoa a Quarrcl about his Marrying a Lady he preteaded to, ſeat 
him many threatnipg Letters, as likewiſe followed him over into England ; 
and that upon notice he ſought, his Life, a Serjzant at Arms wes ordered to 
ſecure them both, to whoſe Cuſtody 'Mr. Pox/rney lurfendred ; but the other 
abiconded : and he declared, That he had not ſeen. him ill fuch time as be met 
him in Sr. James”s Fields, and that-what he did there, was ia defence of his 
own Life : So that, upon the whole Evidence, the Jury found it Se defendends. 

Thomas Mexmtague was tried for breakiog-open the Cellar of Zebn Burrough 
in Shoreditch, and taking away five Pots of Butter, two of which being fougd 
abour him, he was fotnd Gmilty, . 7 

Foebn Emms and Sarah Northern, the firſt as Principal, and the laſt as Accel. 
facie, were Indidted upon three Felonies and Byrglaries: Firſt, for breaking 
open the Houſe of Charles Tat: ; ſecond, for breaking open the Houſe of 7o- 
nathan Perſon , and thirdly, the Houſe of Mary Tats. Of two of which Felo- 
nics aod Burglaries Emms was found Gailty ; but Sarah Northern only appear- 
ing as Accellary, ſhe was only found Gwlry for one of them, 


At this Remarkable Seſſions there were four condema'd to die, viz. 
Fobn, Meriday, Fohn Emms, Mary williams, and Thomas Mountague. 
Seven. burnt jn the. Hand, One to be Tranſported, Three to be 
Whipp'd. And One Fined.
